To avoid disappointment you must use 
the wool recommended for each design. 

It is also most important that you purchase 
sufficient wool of the same dye-lot to com- 
plete the garment, since it is not possible to 
avoid a slight variation in dyeing each 
dye-lot. 

Tension 

HOW TO CHECK YOUR TENSION— 

Before you commence knitting, check your 
tension carefully — on this depends the suc- 
cess of the finished article. Take the wool 
and needles specified in the instructions, cast 
on 20 stitches, work 20 rows in plain smooth 
fabric. Lightly press work. Check the ten- 
sion by placing an inch tape across the 
stitches, count the exact number of stitches 
to one inch and compare with the tension 
given in the instructions. All tensions are 
measured over plain smooth fabric, lightly 
pressed. If your tension is too loose, try a 
size finer needle. If your tension is too 
tight, try a size coarser needle. If there is 
more than one size of needle recommended 
in the recipe and you alter the needles to 
obtain the correct tension in plain smooth 
fabric, corresponding alteration must be 
made to the needles throughout the instruc- 
tions.

1st row — Rib 13, turn. 

2nd and alt. rows — Rib to end of row. 

3rd row — Rib 9, turn. 5th row Rib turn. 

7th row. — Rib to end of row. Cast off in rib. 

THE BELT. 

Using No. 10 Needles, cast on 17 stitches. 

1st row. — K.2, * P.l, K.l, rep. from * to last st., K.l 
2nd row. — K.l, P.l, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 

Rep. these 2 rows until work measures 31 [B 33] 

ins. from commencement. 

Continue in rib, dec. once at each end of needle in 
every row until 3 sts. remain. 

Next row. Slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o. Fasten off. 

TO MAKE UP With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
iron press lightly. Using a fine back-stitch seam, sew 
up shoulder seams. Using a flat seam for ribbing and 
a fine back-stitch seam for other seams, sew up side 
and sleeve seams to coloured threads. Sew in sleeves, 
placing rows without shaping to cast-off sts. Placing 
centre of collar to centre back of neck and using a flat 
seam, sew cast-on edge of collar to jacket. Using a fine 
back-stitch seam, sew front bands to front and edges of 
collar, reversing the seam when sewing to collar. Sew 
buckle to straight end of belt. Sew on buttons to cor- 
respond with buttonholes. Make 2 lengths of ch. and 
attach to side seams through which to thread belt 
Finally, press all seams.
